WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.— The 
war 


investigation commission adjourned a 
4 o'clock today to meet at the 
Fifth 


avenue hotel in New York at 10 o'clocX 
tomorrow. 


After concluding the work in Ne« 


York thft commission will proceed to 
Boston and, returning, will stop 
at 


Philadelphia to make certain inquiries 
there. 
It is expected that a number 


of witnesses will be called after the 
return to Washington and if the com- 
mission does not go to Cuba, some per- 
sons there will be asked to come here. 
Colonel Denby will remain In Wash- 
ington while the other members of the 
commission are absent and will take 
the testimony of such persons as may 
ask to be heard. 


Dr. Porwood. one of the physicians 


at Camp Wyckoff, said that he had sus- 
pected typhoid fever would break out 
in the hospital, but he never had ex- 
pected that the troops would Me there 
lone enough to cause an epidemic of 
this disease.

DOLLAR GAS. 


"he ProDUction Based on a 


New Idea. 


uccessfal Test of a Newly-In- 


stalled Plant at San 


Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 17— Dollar gas 
was generated yesterday for the first 
t me in San Francisco at the recently 
completed works of the Equitable Gas 
Company, at the foot of Hyde street. 
The process of heating up the plant had 
been begun and had progressed so far 
that.when orifices had been made in one 
of the great converters, in which takes 
p ace the mysterious breaking up of the 
component parts of the gas, great gusts 
of the new gas rushed forth, and, upon 
being brought In contact with lights 
from lamps, burned In flamps of two or 
three feet in length and gave forth 
Intense heat. . 
' It was the crucial test as to the pro- 
duction of gas under the Hall system 
and was witnessed with much interest 
by Dr. J. W. Chlsholm, the owner of 
the patent on this coast, A. C. Swain, 
the. superintendent of the works, and 
several of the stockholders. 


It was shown that the gas could bt» 


made, but it will require several days 
more before all parts of the plant can 
be heated up so that the gas may pass 
through the ordinary stages of con- 
densation and purification necessary 
previous to its consumption in heating 
and illumination. Probably a fortnight 
more will elapse before the Hall prod- 
uct will be supplied to Its customers. 


What was done yesterday was to gen- 


erate the gas in the furnace, pass It 
through the dust chambers, where it 
was freed from ashes and cinder, and 
then -most Important of the entire 
process— It was subjected to the prcu- 
ilar electric treatment which is the ba- 
?is and secret of the cheap manufac- 
ture. 
The gas passed through round 


electric chambers, three feet In diame- 
ter and ten feet high, filled with cruci- 
t>l3s containing Iron, copper and other 
meta'a of differing1 electric polarity. 
Forced by a blast, 'he gas passed up 
an! down through the interstices be- 
tween the crucibles, electricity being 
:hus generated, thereby breaking, as It 
Is claimed, the gas into atoms and in- 
% antaneously reeomblnlng them into 
the new gas. 


It was this last product which was 


permitted to rush through tbe orifices 
In the converter yesterday, which, 
when lighted, gave out a great flame of 
tieat and light. 
Much surprise was 


expressed by those in charge at the 
great amount of gas produced from a 
m nimum of material, in which pumped 
a r plays an important part, and some 
question arose as to the storage of the 
great volume of gas which will be pro- 
duced when the plant shall be in full 
operation.

Spain Better at This Than a 


Fighting. 


The Peace Commissioners at Pan 


Struggling With a Mass of 


Plausible Pleas. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.— The ad 


ministration feels encouraged over th 
outlook for a successful termination o 
the labors of the peace commissioners 
in Paris. 
Whether the renewed eon 


fidence is bused upon an abstract o 
the Spanish reply which was aubmitte 
at yesterday's meeting, or Is foundet 
upon private advices indicating .tweak 
ening of the Spanish position is no 
known, but it is probable that both o 
these had an influence In brightenin 
the prospects. 


The Spanish reply was no surprls 


to the American commissioners, wh 
n fact had prepared themselves in ad 
vance, with instructions received di 
redly from the President and Secre- 
tary Hay for a complete answer. Still, 
It was probably regarded as better pol- 
icy, and more in accord with the am- 
enities of official exchange that the 
Americans should do the Spanish com- 
missioners the courtesy of giving de- 
liberate consideration to their carefully 
prepared written argument. 


But with all due intent to give proper 


weight to the Spanish representations 
it must1 be said that up to this point, 
they have had very little effect in in- 
fluencing the American commissioners 
not because of any obstinate disregard 
of facts on their part, but for the sim- 
ple reason that almost every one of the 
points made by the Spanish commis- 
sioners had been anticipated in the 
preparation of the American case, no 
small tribute to the acumen and dili- 
gence of Judge Day and Secretary Johr 
Moore. 


The attempt of the Spaniards to in- 


duce the An-erlrsns to accept their con- 
struction of the meaning of the proto- 
col, where it touches on the. Philippines 
has been a flat failure. The Preslden* 
himself was a party to the preparation 
of the protocol. 
It was he, who, sus- 


pecting a purpose on the Spanish side 
to close the issue and leave cpen a door 
for future escape from consequences

Canada's Fish Claims 


Revived. 


Barriers to International 


Reciprocity. 


The British Preferential Claims 


Stand Alone in the Way of 


Settlement. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17— The Anglo- 


American commission, now in seaslo 
here to adjust differences between th 
United States and Canada today heh 
a lengthy session upon the two sub 
jects which are regarded as ih? mos 
Important, namely: 
The North At 


lantlc fisheries and reciprocity. 


The fisheries question was practical 


ly taken up for the first time and I 
was quite definitely understood tha 
the position of the Canadian govern 
ment was made clear as favorine 
granting enlarged rights to American 
Ishermen in Canadian waters of th 
North Atlantic, if In return Canadian 
flsh are admitted free of duty to Amer 
lean markets. 
It Is expected that tht 


wilt open, a wide range of discussion 
and ah immediate adjustment is no 
looked for. 


Concerning reciprocity It has now de 


veloped that while some progress is be 
ing made in considering certain article 
which will be the basis of reciprocity 
yet the American commissioners are 
likely to insist, as a preliminary to any 
reciprocity, on the modification of tha 
feature of her tariff law which gives 
Great Britain a preference o£ 25 pe 
cent on all tariff duties. 


If this important concession is made 


by Canada and concurred in by Lord 
Herschel, who Is looking after tbe In 
terests o£ Great Britain, then It is said 


Vithout the abolition o£ prefcrcntia 
rates to Great Britain, the opinion is 
very positively expressed that a reel 
proclty agreement cannot be reached. 


The American 
commissioners fee 


that if they can suceed in having the 
British preferential stopped It would be 
greater than any reciprocity agree- 
ment. 
The debate thus far has en- 


couraged the American commissioners 
to believe that they will succeed In hav- 
ing the preferential wiped out. 


The flsheriesquestion is of long stand- 
ng, and aside from its Importance to 
tie commerce of the. New England and 


Canadian coast, it is said to give Ihe 
>asfs for ;L possible serious conflict be 
ween this country and Oreat Britain.

Eshleman Sunday because he became 
ntoxicated. 
Since then he had been 


drinking heavily. 


The deceased claimed that he was a

General Arolas, who is mentioned in 


somewhat uncomplimentary t«rms in 
the accounts of the soldiers' mutiny 
in Havana, is a man with a history. 
He has always been a Republican and 
is said, during the last Spanish revolu- 
tion, to have thrown, the royal throne 
out of a window with his own hands in 
order to show his respect for its former 
occupants. 
AlthSugh he retained his 


military position under the restored 
monarchy, his activity was regarded 
as so pernicious that he was finally 
"rewarded" by being made governor of 
Sulu, in the southern Philippines, the 
most difficult and dangerous position 
In the entire Colonial service. 


The Sulu Islands connect the Philip- 


pines with Borneo and are overrun by 
fierce Mohammedan pirates or "Moroa" 
from the latter Island, who have dis- 
puted the sovereignty with Spain since 
the first discovery. 
General Arolas 


found his capital city of Sulu fever- 
stricken and unprotected, and the 
Spanish authority everywhere defied 
beyond the walls of the town and weak 
within them. 
He set about improv- 


ing the situation with tremendous en- 
ergy. 
The Moro prisoners were first 


made to clean the streets of the city 
and clear, level and drain the neigh- 
borhood, until the fever disappeared. 
The fortifications were strengthened

SEEDLESS FRUIT 


The Achievement of Modern 


Horticulture. 


Some Day We Shall Have Stone- 


less Peaches, Plums and 


Prunes. Z^Z! 


[From the New York Evening Post.l 


The production of seedless fruits and 


thornlcss vines 
and plants is the 


achievement of modern horticulture. 
For years efforts have been dlrectea 
towards this end. 
How much better, 


our blackberries 
and 
huckleberries 


would taste If they had no seeds to get 
into the teeth. 
How "many more peo- 


ple would relish our fine grapes if there 
were no seeds in them to recall the old 
fear of appendicitis? • If currants were 
seedless, and peaches and apricots were 
stoneless, and pears and apples minus 
the rough core and black pits, what an 
improvement It would be! 
The house- 


wife, toilinff over a bowl of raisins, pit- 
ting them for a cake or pudding,would 
see a new light if she could purchase 
as good seedless raisins at no extra ex- 
>eiist*. 
For some reason nature has gradual- 


ly changed her method of propagating 
certain plants. 
Thus we find many 


flowers that can be propagated either 
by suckers or seeds. 
The former is 


the quicker and surer process, and the 
tendency in all such plants is for tha 
seeds to degenerate so that in time they 
have no function whatever to perform. 
Thus the banana was once propagated 
probably entirely by seeds. 
If one of 


these fruits Is sliced through the mid- 
dle lengthwise, rows of rudimentary 
seeds will be erposed. 
They are little 


more than brown spots. 
At one time 


probably the banana depended upon 
the seeds to reproduce its kind. 
But 


the suckers which start up at the base 
of the plant perform this work much 
better and quicker today. 
Each suc- 


ceeding banana plant is produced from 
a sucker, and the seeds are thus grad- 
ually destroyed by a process of selec- 
tion adopted by nature. 


Horticulturists have taken their cue 


from these wild plants, and they have 
been experimenting to get rid of all 
fruit seeds, pits and stones. 
Tree?, 


plants and vines can now be propagat- 
ed by budding and grafting, and what 
useful purpose do the seeds serve? 
Seedlings will always be needed for 
stock, but as these Influence the graft- 
ed fruits very little, they can be start- 
ed from very hardy, common varieties. 
If the budded varieties arc seedless, 
science has Accomplished her end. 


Accident, as well as design, has play- 


ed Its part In giving horticulturists an 
opportunity to produce seedless fruits. 
The celebrated naval oranrro of Cali- 
fornia Is an illustration of this. In 1373 
Die agricultural department at Wash- 
ington imported several orange trees 
from Hahla, Brazil, and these were 
budded upon trees ai Riverside, Cal., 
ns an experiment. 
From these trees 


sprang the famous Riverside navel or- 
ange. 
Nature made an effort to pro- 


duct twins, but one of the twins rar- 


havp thornless orange and lemon trees, 
and brierless blackberry and raspberry 
vines. 
Efforts are being made to elim- 


inate briers, pickers and thorn: 
fruit-bearing plants and trees. Just as 
much as to get rid of seeds and stones. 
More success has been attai 
direction than in the former. Horticul- 
turists early attempted to get rid of the 
tlmriis and pricklers. It IB rarely now 
that one sees a thorny pear nr apple 
tree, but thirty years ago they were 
very common along wild hedges and 
hair-nesl^ted 
fields. 
Onr Florida 


orange trees are mostly thornless. but 
originally most of the varieties pro- 
duced thorns In abundance. 
Indeed, 


the high-priced king- orangp. one of the 
best of the mandarins, is borne on a 
thorny tree. 
The same tree has been 


raised, in Florida, and through the art 
of selection, the thorns have nearly dis- 
appeared. 


Kitture supplied the vines and trees 


with thorns and briers for protective 
purposes, but In modern fruit culture 
this protection i 
J longer needed". Con- 


sequently it is the dream and hope of 
every beft-y grower to he able sonn to 
raise blackberries and raspberries and 
gooseberries on bushes that will be ab- 
solute* thnrnless. 
For convenience in 


picking the fruit, this accomplishment 
would be a great boon to all growers. 
More than that, it would save consid- 
erable fruit from 
being injured 
by 


punctures from the thorns. 
When the 


wind blows many berries arc torn by 
the thorns, which whip about 
like 


lashes of steel. 
Cultivators choose the 


least thorny plants which they hap- 
pen to nnd in the garden, and then, by 
the process nf selection, attempt 
to 


eliminate the briers.

Three men in a bussy committed the 
eed, and afu-r rifling iheir victim's 
ock^ts rode rapidly away, leaving no 
ue to their identity. 
The robbery occurred about two miles 
ortheast of Selma near the old race 
•ack. 
The surrounding country Is 


hk-kly settled and no less than three 
arm houses stood within a quarter of 


mile from the place where the con- 


ractor was held up. 
Mr. Shanagawa was riding along on 
s wheel at a pretty rapid rate hound 
r Selma. 
He noticed the bugggy 


andlng by the roadside, but 
paid 


tie attention to it. 
Suddenly he was 


•ked from hia wheel by an invisible 
re stretched across the road. 
The 


suddenness of his fall o'n the hard roafl 
dazed him for a moment. 
When he 


arose to his feet he was confronted by 
two men with drawn pistols, who com- 
manded him with oaths and threats to 
hand over his money.

Setting aside the fact that fate ba* put 
:he future of the Philippines in our 
land* alone and that experience has 
shown that the protection of one strong 
nation is far more effective than that 
of a combination of nations, there iv- 


the obvious impossibility of es- 


tablishing anything like self-govern- 
ment among the heterogeneous Philip- 
pine races, no matter under what pro- 
tection. 


The idea of self-government appeals 


to our theoretical-predilections but any 
one who attempt? to apply it to the 
Philippines simply shows his ignorance 
of the conditions existing there. 
considerable part of the Philippine 
population consists of nominally Chris- 
tian civilised and seml-civlllied.Malay*. 
who can be trusted with a certain de- 
gree of control over their own local 
affairs. 
But there are tribes in the 


islands who are In every degree of 
agery. from the helpless XeRrlto abo- 
rigines, through the 
wild mountain 


tribes to the fierce Moro pirates. 
Por 


all of these self-government in the 
modern sense Is unthinkable. 
The 


Negritos need to be protected against 
the encroachment of stronger tribes 
but otherwise they are probably best 
left alone, as 
hopelessly 
incapable 


of civilization. 
The fighting tenden- 


cies of the mountain tribes may per- 
haps be utilized by making soldiers 
of them and settinc them to fighting 
the Moros, who will yield to nothing 
but force. 


In ail these cases nothing but a mili- 


tary government will be of the slight- 
est use, and a modified form of military 
government, under which 
personal 


freedom and some degree of political 
power are granted to the tribes that 
are fit for It will probably serve the 
purpose everywhere better than an 
attempt to establish entirely inconsist- 
tent plans of government in the differ- 
ent islands. 


The Democrats are seriously discus- 


ring the advisability of retiring Repre- 
sentative Bailey from the leadership of 
the opposition in the house on account 
of his unprogressiveness, but it is sig- 
nificant that no one Is being mentioned 
as his probable successor. 
The truth 


seems to be that there is no one pos- 
sessing the qualities of a leader among 
the Democrats in the house, and while 
It Is easy to criticise Bailey it t's not 
so easy to find one better fitted than he 
to head tbe opposition. 
However, un- 


less he changes his views materially 
on the question of territorial expansion 
he Is likely to be shelved and in that

The eastern element will be 


strongly represented in the minority in 
Congress and it will Insist upon having 
a voice in outlining the party's policy, 
and its voice will favor the abandon- 
ment of the silver question and the 
taking of an advanced position* on the 
question of territorial expansion, be- 
lieving that the course of the admin- 
istration during the next two years will 
furnish the Democratic party with 
plenty of political capital. If this pol- 
icy is adopted it will dispose of Bryan 
as a presidential possibfoty in 1900.

minor Improvement which would save 
much irregularity in marking ballots 
would be the adoption of

Zealand system of having a bi 
square with a white center opposite 
each name, the vote being marked by 
obliterating the center. 
But the mi 


important change would be the adop- 
tion of the modified Australian ballot 


used in New York, Illinois and 


number of other states. 
Under this 


.system the names of the candidates of 
each party are arranged In separate" 
columns, under a party caption and 
emblem, and the voter wishing to Vote 
a straight ticket has merely to mark 
his cross in a circle under the party 
name. 
The voter wishing to vote a' 


mixed ticket can do so in the same 
manner as now, but with less trouble. 


For convenience of voting there is 


no comparison between the two sys- 
tems, while in secrecy and 
freedom 


they are equal. 
The only objection to 


the modified system is that ft encour- 
ages the voting of straight tickets. But 
If thin is. an objection our whole po- 
litical system is objectionable. 
We 


have no political machinery but party 
machinery and we use that machinery, 
even-where outside the polllnn booth, 
in the selection of even the most non- 
partisan officers. 
The attempt to con- 


ceal tbe relation of parties -to politics 
in the official ballot contradicts the po- 
litical consciousness of almost every 
citizen who votes it 


Nobody objects to independent voting. 


It is everybody's right to vote as he 
pleases, and bad candidates ought to 
be defeated, no matter on what ticket 
they stand. Under the system of party 
columns independent voting is as easy 
and as likely as at present in the case 
of a voter who has a definite judgment 
or preference in regard to certain can- 
didates, but merely accidental voting, 
stamping names either at random or 
without due consideration is not so 
probable. 
It is worth takinar some 


trouble to secure really 
independent 


voting,but this accidental independence 
is not worth any trouble at all. 
In 


fact, it is to be discouraged, for the 
man who has a definite preference as

is to Americans. 
Therefore their im- 


portation to this country would be a 
losing investment. Equally groundless 
is the fear that the products of cheap 
Philippine labor may come in competi- 
tion with home products. This will be 
obviated by the imposition of duties 
which policy will be in keeping with 
the character of the government it is 
intended to bestow upon the Islands 
There will be many difficulties to over- 
come in governing the Philippines, but 
fortunately we have an admlnistra 
tion that has the courage to grapple 
with serious problems and the ability 
to settle them In a satisfactory man 
ner. 


Adjutant General Barrett's bl-ennla 


report showing the condition of the Na 
tlonal Guard of this state contains 
some sensible recommendations and i 
is to be lioped that they will be adopt 
ed. 
Our legislatures have not in the 


past been decently liberal with the Na 
tlonal Guard, but better things are t< 
be expected from this one In view o 
the events of the past few months.

WASHINGTON. Nov. IS.—The 
ex- 


amination of General Breckenridge be- 
fore the war commission was resumed 
today. 
The evidence ot the General 


•was of special interest as tending1 to 
throw light on a delicate Issue between 
himself and General Shatter which has 
been ventilated in eastern newspapers. 
General Breckenridge spoke ot the In- 
•pector general's office as having been 
run by the order requiring the reports 
of subordinates in that office 
to be 


made to the adjutant general and said 
that when he discovered this was so he 
•went into the field as offering the only 
arena in which he could be ot service. 
He had intended to say In effect "There 
is the desk In my office, do as you 
please with It." 
General Sanger was 


there. 
He. too is from Michigan, 


thought he could take control of the 
office "if it was desired; but he did not 
remain." 


Continuing, his testimony bearing on 


the inspector general's duties, he said 
that his criticism of the change was 
based upon the fact that U deprived the 
central authority of the power of se- 
curing information and as a conse- 
quence the office was practically use- 
les. 


"The order had the effect of cutting 


the umbilical cord." he said, "and the 
circulation was not good." 
As a re- 


sult of change, when he asked for facts 
In the office to include In his report he 
had failed to find any there. 


Resuming his remarks of a general 


character. General Breckenridge 
ex- 


pressed the opinion that there had not 
teen enough fighting to obscure other 
result? common to war. 
H» thought 


that the evils which had been experi- 
enced were inevitable under our Ameri- 
can system. 
He condemned this sys- 


tem as most reprehensible and said the 
volunteer soldiers must always suffer 
the worst of the consequences. 


"If the regular stands up under it 


better than the volunteer it is only be- 
cause he has had time to adjust him- 
self to the unfavorable conditions. 


He traced all the trouble to the want 


of preparation for mohalization in time 
o£ peace and that, in turn, to the fail- 
tire of congress to appropriate tbe nec- 
essary money for reforms. 
Replying: 


to a question from Mr. TVoodbury he 
said that considering the system he 
thought the government "has done far 
better in its conduct of the war than 
anybody had expected ,and -just about' 
one fourth as well as it should have 
done it." 


TViih this the matter was allowed (o 


drop and General Hreckenrldge was ex- 
cused. 


Cnptaln Robert "W. Dowdy, who was 


master of transportation at Montauk 
Point, .stated 
that at the begin- 


ning of the history of the camp, the 
transportation facilities were Inade- 
quate, though they were afterwards 
improved. 
While there had been much 


criticism of the railroad running to the 
camp he thought it had answered the 
demands upon it very 
satisfactorily. 


H* said that there was not a sufficiency 
of ambulances, hut there was enough 
or them to carry all sick soldiers who 
were not able to walk. 
It was not 


true that these vehicles had been used 
for purposes-other than those for which 
they were Intended and the newspaper 
stories to the contrary were made out 
of whole cloth. He described the strike 
of the carpenters at the camp, and said 
that many of the men at first em- 
ployed were tramps and utterly worth- 
less.

Breckenridge ii he had visited General 
ShaftPr in his tent when the latter 
was IH at Santiago and General Breck- 
enridge said that he had done so. 


"Did he then offer the command of 


the army to you, as has been reported 
in the press?" 


General Breckenridge replied: 'I very 


much prefer not to answer that ques- 
tion. 
You should ask General Shafter. 


Such a conversation as occurred between 
General Shafter and myself on that oc- 
casion is not of a character to be spo- 
ken of lightly.- I fall to sec how a re- 
ply from me. would promote the object 
of your inquiry. 
If General Shafter 


has not repented the conversation I 
ought not to do to." 


"As a matter of fact he did not turn 


the command .over to you?" suggested 
Governor Beaver, to which General 
•Rreckenridge responded: "No, he- did 
not, and I do not think there Is any 
impropriety In.my saying that he could- 
not have done so." • 


Dr. Willianr G. Weaver was the first 


witness before the war commission at 
the afternoon session and he proved an 
important witness, as he gave detailed 
information concerning the conduct of 
a regimental hospital. 


Dr. Weaver said that typhoid had 


broken out about the "18th of June and 
that it had increased from that time 
uniil the 20th of August 
There had 


been about 600 cases of this disease in 
the regiment and twenty-eight or 
thirty deaths. 
The doctor said there 


•was an Insufficient supply of drugs and 
that at times he failed to get what was 
needed. 
Quinine was one of the arti- 


cles of which there had been a scarcity 
and 
SOO.OOO pills were secured 
from 


home. 
He said that at one time there 


were fifty-six typhoid patients In the 
regimental hospital, because there were 
no ancom mods t ions for them in the di- 
visional hospital. 
At another time 


there were sixty-seven fever patients 
in the company tents for whom admis- 
sion could not be secured In any hospi- 
tal, division or regimental. 


In summing up the causes of disease 


In the camp. Dr. Weaver included over 
work of the men. His information was 
that there was a possible source of 
contamination above the in-take pipe 
of the pipe line system. 
The doctor 


admitted that he had never visited the 
creek at the pumping station.

many citizens of the Klondike homeless 
on the verge of winter. 


At the time the police gong sounded 


:be fire alarm a light wind was blow- 
ng down the Yukon and the people at 
once saw that it would require speedy 
and quick work to save the town from 
:otal destruction. 
The poatofflce was 


;he next building south of the Green 
Tree saloon, and the work of getting 
etters and parcels of mall matter out 
was attended to quickly. Although 
nearly all the mail was saved, it is in 
great confusion. The nostofflce build- 
ng had just been completed and was 
fitted up with-call and private boxes. 
Vithin ten minutes the Green Tree 
.loon was in ruins and it was then 
een that the whole block was doomed. 
Over four blocks went up in smoke be- 
ore the fire could be checked. 
The unpaid-for fire apparatus lying 
ear the N. A. T and T. Go's store was 
•ressed into service; also several ex- 
irciirou, pmong them H. E. Machett. 
'haries Busch,J. Scars, J. T. Lane. L&n 
irfffln and William Kerr, the men be- 
ng formerly firemen in Puget sound 
and British Columbia towns. The chem- 


•al engine was put into use with good 
ffect on short notice, and the hook and 
adder truck was also pressed 
Into 


ervire with success. 
The new steam 


re engine was hauled out, the paint 
\nd grease scraped from the bearings, 
nd within two hours the engine had a 
ood stream of water on the fire. All 
hat remains to show where formerly 
forty buildings stood are a few black- 
ened blocks. The town was saved from 
total destruction by the fire engine. 


Among the men injured as a result 


of the fire, due to burns.falling logs and 
firebrands, were the following: Private 
Mullens of the infantry, 
contusions, 


sprains and burns; G. O. Ellis, 
con- 


tusions on head and shattered shoulder: 
Dan Millen.scalp cut and skull cracked; 
W.A. Jones, head battered and burned; 
Constable TJpp. burns and sprains; 
Private Enfield, face and arms burned: 
Al Haskens, leg badly wrenched. A 
numherof men lost eyebrows and whis- 
kers, but no one was killed and no one 
will die. 
The casualties were amng 


men who were fighting the fire. 
If It 


had not been that aboutp2000 men turned 
out with wet blankets, buckets ol water 
and axes to supplement the fire appa- 
ratus, the whole town would have gone 
up in smoke.

It is said that Tony Pago, well 
known in Seattle,was in the saloon with 
Belle Mitchell, when the lamp episode 
took place, hut nothing had been done 
to investigate the matter up to the time 
the men who came out left'the city. It 
Is said, however, that •••the mounted po- 
lice were looking into the origin of the 
fire. It was at first thought that the 
firs was the result of incendiarism, but 
this suspicion had been entirely dissi- 
pated before, the passengers for the out- 
side left the city. The passengers now 
In Bkagway left Dawson on the steamer 
Ora. and at White Horse transferred to 
the steamer Olive May and came to 
Bennett. 
From White Pass they came 


to this city on the railroad, which Is op- 
erating two trains daily between this 
city and the pass. 


Very little ice was found in the upper 


river, which is remarkable at 
this 


time of the year. The first ice seen was 
coming out of the Tehecna into the Yu- 
kon. At Marsh Lake there was a little 
Ice, but It was in patches and not over 
a quarter of an inch thick, and the 
steamer had no difficulty in pushing her 
way through. 
The Ora is the last 


steamer of the season. 
All the rest are 


now tied up until the river opens In 
the spring. 
Tt Is said that there la not 


enough lumber and window glass In 
Dawson to rebuild the burnt district, 
and that the people are in distress and 
will have to live in tents for the rest of 
the winter.

FRESNO'S ORANGE CROP. 


The Fruit Excellent, But the Ontput 


Will be Short. 


[From the Sanger Herald.] 


On Monday last the writer visited a 


number of orange groves east of San- j 
ger for the purpose of inspecting the! 
condition of the new crop and the pros- i 
pects for early 
shipments. 
In the! 


Berry & Wallace orange grove, which 
is one of the largest and oldest in the 
section, we noticed many new boxe» 
scattered between the rowsof trees and 
a gang of Japs were busily engaged 
filling them with the bright 
yellow 


fruit. The fruit looks clean and the 
trees are b*artnff well, but we should 
Judge that the crop will fall short of 
lut season at least one-fourth. 


Navels will probably run almost aa 


large as laat season, but other budded 
and 
8«edllngs will bo smaller. 
On 


the whole, the outlook on the orange 
crop now ripening Is encouraging, 
and much more so than the conditions 
early in the year seemed to indicate. 
Had the orange growers been favored 
with water for IrrUration during the 
months of July and August the fruit 
would have been exceptionally Iar$* 
and fine, as the trees are not at all 
over-loaded this season. 
Much frui* 


was split open by the September rain 
and is a total.loss. 


Orange picking and packing com- 


menced in the Kings river thermal 
belt last week and IB now In full blut. 
The oranges are being hauled to San- 
ger and the grading and packing will 
be done at the Farmers' warehouse, 
which presents a busy appearance. 
These oranges have turned a 
light 


yellow, and by the time th«y reach the 
eastern markets will look very nice. 


We understand that the growers here 


expect to realize about $1.75 net per 
box for recent shipments. 
Intelligent 


and well-posted orange growers have 
about all concluded that the coming 
orange crop in this state will not run 
over 12,000 cars, as against 15,000 car- 
loads last season.

Civile and th- 
artillery regiments, and it "would In 
that event have assumed much grave- 
Importance and might perhaps have in- 
augurated a reisn of terror and blood- 
shed in the island. 


For some time past the uprising o! 


the troops In consequence of the non- 
receipt of their pay has been feared. 
Not only is their pay owing for months 
and in some cases for years, but the 
reserve pay of the soldiers, their sav- 
ings since the date of their enlistment 
which were looked upoji by them ar 
sacred, have been appropriated or sto. 
len, the men say, by the government 
which now turns a deaf ear to their 
protests. 


What amount their 
reserve pay 


reaches it is impossible to'ascertain 
tut it is known that it aggregates mll- 


• lionjt. 
This is what has been precipi- 


tating riot, causing mutiny "here, im- 
periling the men to insubordination at 
Neuvilas, and which may yet give rise 
to further wide spread disturbances in 
the island. 


The Havana 
mutiny, which was

General Arolas, the military governor 
of the city, whose fiery temper and 
brutal treatment of the officers is the 
source of dally spreading discontent.

and 750 shares out of a total of 1100 
were represented. 
President Henry J. 


Crocker called the meeting to order 
and submitted his annual report In 
it he spoke of the good results accom- 
plished by the corporation In seeking 
the markets of the world. 
Before the 


new vintage IB out all debts will be 
p£ld, there will be a cash deposit in 
bank to meet the pajtment of a Judg- 
ment of $100.000 to the California Wine 
Association, If it be affirmed, and a 
good balance on hand for distribution 
to the members. 


Under the present management the 


corporation has paid an annual divi- 
dend of 5 p*r cent on the par value of 
the stock. 
Mr. Crocker made a plea 


for the continuance of the co-operative 
plan, the results of which warrant 
such a course as long as the producer* 
in acting together protect their own 
interests and their financial supporters.

be Frozen Out. 


A Man Meeting of the Growers 


Called for December 


5th. 


The matter of re-organizing the Cali- 


fornia Raisin Growers' Association for 
next year is already being considered. 
and a mass meeting of the growers Is 
Called for December 5th to meet In 
Armory hall. 
It is proposed next year 


to re-organize- the association lnde> 
pendently of the packers and according 
to the plan the association will do their 
own packing and marketing. 
It ap- 


pears, however, from 
the subjoined 


circular which has Just been'issued by 
the association, that a discrimination 
will be made among the packers and 
that an agreement of some sort will be 
entered Into with those packers "with 
whom ft is a pleasure to do business," 
while those who are branded aa "a 
vicious element who have been a curse 
to the country" will be frozen out. 


In order to act Independently of the 


packers It is necessary for the asso- 
ciation to be in a position to advance 
money to the growers, or else the pack- 
ers will obtain control of the crops by 
advancing money to harvest 
them. 


President Kearney states that arrange' 
ments have been made whereby the as- 
sociation will be In ft position to secure 
loans for the growers. 


The circular Issued by the association 


& as follows: 


PACKERS' CHARGES. 


Raisin Growers of California: -The 


time has come to declare our Independ- 
ence. 
We have been the victims of a 


most unbusinesslike and ruinous sys- 
tem of packing and marketing our 
crops, and we should put an end to it 
at once. 
This year we have paid, to 


the packers a profit of $4 per ton, or 
$120,000 on the packing of our crop, 
which we can easily save by doing our 
own packing; and we have paid them 
per cent commission, amounting to 
$125,000, In addition to the m per cent 
eastern brokerage, to hire eastern 
brokers to sell our raisins, while one 
man In our office at.a aalary of $5000 
a year could perform the same ser- 
vice, and without the interminable 
quarrels among these eastern brokers 
that the present system gives rise to. 
I very much desire, however, not to be 
misunderstood in 
this 
connection. 


There are packers with whom it is 
pleasure to do business, and who are 
not forever seeking to secure an ad- 
vantage over the grower, and 
with 


these packers I am sure we shall be 
able to come to an understanding to 
work together for our mutual advant- 
age. 


GROWERS COMPLIMENTED. 


When I began the agltalton last win- 


ter for the formation of a raisin grow- 
ers' association I was met on all sides 
by doubt and discouragement, and pos- 
itive statements that the growers could 
not be induced to combine, and that 
the packers could not be held together. 
To all such statements I had but one 
reply: "We must combine." 
I had 


faith in the intelligence and integrity 
of our raisin growers, and tbat faltb 
has been amply justified In the pres- 
ent success of our efforts. 
There were 


many who siiid that the grower could 
not be depended upon to keep his con- 
tract, but our experience this season 
proves beyond question that, with the 
exception of one notorious grower who 
controls two large vineyards and 
packing house, and another notorious 
party who pretended he controlled a 
vineyard and packing house, the grow- 
ers have loyally kept all their agree- 
ments; have worked earnestly for the 
success of the association, and have 
submitted without murmur to the grad- 
ing of their raisins, to the delivery of 
second crop a.nd rain-damaged grapes 
to the wineries, and.to all other regula- 
tions which would lead to the complete 
success of the association. 
SUGGESTIONS FOR REORGANIZA- 


TION. 


At the outset we were threatened 


with a market for raisins at 1% cents 
per pound, which meant bankruptcy for 
many of us. 
By combination we are 


selling our raisins at double tbat price, 
which means prosperity for all of us. 
As a matter of course we will stick 
to combination, but the question it Is 
Important for us to consider at once is. 
What form shall combination take to 
be of the greatest benefit to us In the 
future? 
Owing to failure to combine 


In previous years the growers met the 
proposition this year with much doubt 
and misgiving, and did not Join the 
movement until it was too late to hope 
to make a success of it without the 
help of the packers. Let us take warn- 
ing by that -and begin our work early 
this tinir. 
That we may expect the 


active opposition of many of the pack- 
ers ther? Is no doubt, for already they 
are saying on the streets: 
"You have 


held us up this year, but wait till next 
season!" 
What then. Is the situation 


we have to meet? 
It Is this: 
We 


have the business absolutely in our 
own hands, for we produce the raisins 
and are therefore first to get possession 
of them. 
With a little effort we can 


enlarge our private and co-operative 
packing houses, and with one or two 
purchased or leased In Fresno we can 
pack the whole crop. 
One great ad- 


vantage In this arrangement Is that 
the crop would be packed near where 
it is grown and without long hauls for 
the grower. 
If the growers will sub- 


scribe only Jl an acre we will have $«,- 
000 to supply us with packing houses. 
As we alrrady own over one-half the 
packing- facilities necessary U will not 
take much money to provide the bal- 
ance. 


WILL ADVANCE MONEY. 


Aa to money to loan to the farmers, 


the president of one of the leading 
banks of Fresno assured me recently 
that he considered loans to the raisin 
growers as among his best securities, 
and bis bank alone was prepared to 
furnish us nil the money 
we 
may 


want. 
Thanks to our association 


growers will have money to spare this 
year, and will not want to borrow 
much. 
Thus we need not look to the 


packers for loans. 
But some will sny, 


the packers will offer to pay cash In 
the sweat box and then yon cannot 
hold the growers. 
I answer tbat the 


packer can not pay any more'than we 
sell our raisins at, for he can not sell 
at nny higher price lhan we fix. If 
the price we put on raisins will net the 
grower say three cents, and the grower 
on the outside sells to the packer at 
three cents, that ends the matter, for 
the grower, for he has sold his crop 
nnrt got bis money, but If the grower 
had put his crop Into the pool he would

how can any commercial packer com- 
pete against such a. proposition as 
that? They cannot do so, and they 
won't. 
They will Mil their packing 


houses to us—if they can—and seek 
something else to do. 
I can imagine 


some of the packers saying: "Oh. we 
will fight this scheme to the bitter 
end." I answer there Is no more chance 
of success for them In such a fl^ht than 
there was for the Dervishes whtn they 
faced the British guns in the Souilay. 
It would involve the loss of a large 
amount of money, and who arc the 
packers who can afford tn throw away 
any money on such a foolish propo- 
sition? The game would not be worth 
the powder, for even If beaten on the 
first effort the growers would not stay 
whipped. 
The success of this move- 


ment is as certain aa that the sun will 
rise tomorrow. If we will set at work 
about It at once; and the first thing I 
would urge upon the owners of vine- 
yards to do, is to adopt a form of lease 
I am having prepared by our attorney, 
which will protect owners against re- 
cent decisions of the courts which are 
dangerous to their rights, nnd which 
will give them the power to control the 
sale of the crop in case- they wish to 
lease their properties, whether for n 
share of the crop or .for a cash rent 
The association will furnish copies of 
these leases free of charge on applica- 
tion at this office.
